This  report  gives  the  status  as  of 
December  1, 1981  of  three  rescission 
proposals  and  218  deferrals  contained  in 
the  first  six  messages  of  FY 1982.  These 
messages  were  transmitted  to  the 


Congress  on  October  1,  20,  23,  and  29, 
and  November  6,  and  13, 1981. 

Rescissions  (Table  A  and  Attachment  A) 

Rescission  proposals  totaling  $108.7 
million  are  currently  pending  before  the 
Congress.  Table  A  summarizes  the 
status  of  rescissions  proposed  by  the 
President  as  of  December  1, 1981,  while 
Attachment  A  shows  the  history  and 
status  of  each  rescission  proposed 
during  FY  1982. 

Deferrals  (Table  B  and  Attachment  B) 

As  of  December  1, 1981,  $2,651.7 
million  in  1982  budget  authority  was 
being  deferred  from  obligation  and 
another  $1.5  million  in  1982  obligations 
was  being  deferred  from  expenditure. 
Attachment  B  shows  the  history  and 
status  of  each  deferral  reported  during 
FY1982.
